The operation, accomplish- 
ments and goals of the police de- 
partment received a lot of atten- 
tion by the Greenbelt City Coun- 
cil during its review of the Police 
Department budget with Chief 
James Craze and other staff and 
line commanding officers on 
April 19. The following is a 
summary of some of the infor- 
mation provided and issues 
raised, 

Statistics 

In his budget overview, Craze 
noted: that crime was down 8% 
in 1999 compared to 1998 and, 
better yet, crimes against persons 
were down 18%. The sole prob- 
lem area is auto thefts which did 
increase. He also reported that 
calls for service were up 35% in 
1999 and 134% over the past 


five years. Craze attributed this: 


dramatic increase to the 
department’s community policing 
initiatives which have developed 
closer ties between the depart- 
ment and the community. He 


- thought that residents now felt 


“that they “had friends there.” 

Craze also noted, without 
comment, that traffic tickets were 
down and that there were no fa- 
tal vehicle accidents during the 
year. The rate for clearance of 
crimes is higher than that for the 
county by about 13% and even 
with the state average. However, 
Mayor Judith Davis questioned 


why it was down 31% from 
1998. The chief noted that this 
figure could fluctuate as one suc- 
cessful arrest could clear many 
crimes, or only one. 
Councilmember Alan Turnbull 


‘asked for separate demographic 


profiles for Greenbelt and county 
residents who police have ar- 
rested. Council had received de- 
mographic information, but for all 
arrestees combined. 

Later it was noted that election 
survey scores for the police de- 
partment were down from the 
past two elections. Those who 
filled out the questionnaire at the 
polling places gave the depart- 
ment a rating of 2.92 as com- 
pared to the higher rating of 3.22 
in 1997 and 3.46 in 1995. Last 
election’s rating fell just slightly 
short of “very good” (3.0) while 
that of four years ago was almost 
half-way to being “excellent” 
(4.0). 

Training 

Davis asked what people skill 
training was given to police dis- 
patchers during their 14 week 
training period. Craze responded 
that it was done in-house. Lt. 
Thomas Kemp added that the 
training utilized material provided 
by a professional association as a 
training guideline. 

When asked about training for 
civil disturbance, Craze responded 
that that was not a part of the 
regular training. However, spe-

cial training had been given at the 
federal courthouse in preparation 
for any possible civil disturbances 
as a result of possible Y2K sys- 
tem failures. 

Craze reported that three offic- 
ers could use sign language with 
varying degrees of skill. There 
are also officers who can speak 
Spanish and Korean. 

Kemp has been nominated to 
attend the FBI Academy for po- 
lice officers. Upon completion of 
this training all three lieutenants, 
the chief and one other officer 
will have attended this national 
academy. Craze also announced 
that Lt. Michael Craddock will be 
going to an FBI academy for 
academy graduates this year in 
Ocean City. 

Past Drug Use 

Turnbull asked if there had 
been any easing of regulations to 
disqualify police officer applicants 
who had once used drugs. He 
noted that the National Security 
Agency had relaxed its regula- 
tions. Craze indicated that the 
police training commission had 


actually toughened its regulations 


and now required departments to 
automatically disqualify any ap- 
plicant who had used cocaine in 
the past. 

Turnbull felt there was a need 
to get legislation to relax the 
qualifications as relates to past 


drug use. Davis said that she

Creativity and innovation is 
the hallmark of our school. Ev- 


_eryone is encouraged to be a 


dreamer and find a new and bet- 
ter way to provide services for 
our clients, our students. In 
many areas permission is not 
needed to try new programs or 
methods which lead people to try 
new ideas etc., without the fear 
of failing and the consequences 
that come with failure in some 
organizations. 

This school is not built around 
me or my ideas but rather a 
cadre of staff and students who 
have ownership in this family, if 
you will, and who want success 
for all the members of the family. 

When one is successful we are 
all successful! 

Mutual respect is a hallmark 
of our school. We have incorpo- 
rated the “Roosevelt Way” into 
our everyday life. I will share 
with you an e_mail I received 
[See Box on page 4). 

The Roosevelt Way is founded 
upon four very simple and pure 
pinciples. We will RESPECT ev- 
eryone inside and outside our 
arena. We will show RESPONSI- 
BILITY for our actions at all 
times.

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Council Meets Bike Patrol 


Hears about Rabid Fox

Police Matters consumed most 
of the April 24 regular meeting 
of the Greenbelt City Council. 
They approved the advance pur- 
chase of seven police cars for fis- 


‘cal year 2001 (reported in the 


April 27 News Review), and 
heard updates on the bicycle pa- 
trol and the rabid fox shot on 
April 21. 

Bicycle Patrol 

Police Lt. Thomas Kemp in- 
troduced the three members of 
the city’s bicycle patrol unit. 
Officer Mike Mesel patrols 
Greenbelt East. He was the 
city’s first bicycle patrol officer 
and is a trained detective and a 
veteran of the Street Crimes Unit. 
Officer Bob Lauer, a former 
Army Ranger, is a veteran of the 
Patrol Division and patrols 
Springhill Lake. He is also a 
resident of that complex. Cpl. 
Jim Donovan, who supervises the 
bicycle unit, has the center city 
beat. He also supervises the ca- 
nine and tactical units. 

The unit was formed based 
upon funds from a federal grant. 
Four officers were hired based on 
that grant, but one dropped out 
of the police academy. The po- 
lice department is currently seek- 
ing to fill this vacancy. The 
fourth beat will be the Beltway 
Plaza and the commercial area 
along Greenbelt Road. Currently, 
Lauer is including some time at 
Beltway Plaza in his patrols. 

Kemp explained that visibility 


and community policing will be | 


the focus of the bicycle officers. 
At times, they will also work at 
night in a more covert fashion. 
For safety, at night they will work 
in pairs although they will patrol 
singly during daylight hours. The 
bicycle officers will not handle 
routine calls, although they will 
assist the patrol officers when 
needed. They will also drop in 
on homeowners’ association meet- 
ings to introduce themselves and 
to hear citizens’ concerns. 

In another issue of concern to 
council and citizens, Kemp said 
that the Greenbelt East substation 
will now be staffed from 3 to 5 
p.m. The department is also 
working to establish a substation 
in each of the other three patrol 
areas. 

Rabies 
Police Chief James Craze dis- 


‘cussed his department’s reaction 


to the previous week’s rabid fox 
incident. Councilmember Alan 
Turnbull asked what the city did 
to notify residents in the area of 
the danger. Craze said that be- 
cause of the hard rains on Mon- 


day, April 24, which would 
likely limit the number of people — 


outside and therefore exposed to 
the fox, he decided to keep the 
police department’s resources fo- 
cused on the fox, and did not 
send officers or other city staff 
door-to-door in the neighbor- 
hood. If the weather had been 
nicer, he said, he would have

Council Changes Rules 
To Limit Speaking Times

What may appear to be an 
effort of the Greenbelt City 
Council to shorten its meetings 
by tightening the restrictions on 
debate is not viewed as such by 
Mayor Judith Davis who is re- 
sponsible for conducting the 
meetings and enforcing the 
councils standing rules of pro- 
cedure. The restrictions are the 
result of amendments to the 
standing rules adopted at the 
April 10 meeting. They will 
become effective on May 8. 
However, Davis said the new 
rules are not intended to take 
away anyone’s right to speak to 
the council. 


Under the new rules, citizens 


wishing to speak at meetings on 
a subject will be limited to 
three. minutes instead of five. 
The new rule reads: No citizen 
shall speak more than once 
upon any one subject until ev- 
ery other citizen choosing to 
speak thereon shall have spo- 


ken, and shall not speak for a: 


longer time than three minutes 
at any one time without the 
consent of council. The coun- 
cil has also limited its talking 
time to five minutes at a time, 
instead of ten. That new rule 
reads: No member shall be al- 


toe oe ro oe 


lowed to speak more than once 
upon any one subject until ev- 
ery other member choosing to 
speak thereon shall have spo- 
ken, and no member shal! 
speak more than twice, nor for 
a longer time than five minutes, 
without consent of council. 
Long-time observers of city 


_council meetings have noted 


that these standing rules have 
been ignored for the most part. 
Davis expects the rule to be 
used “very rarely.” It gives the 
mayor an extra tool to use to 
limit someone who is speaking 
extensively and making irrel- 
evant remarks. She said the 
changes proposed were not 
highly debated by the council 
and were done to bring the

city’s rules more in line with 


that of other municipalities. 
She felt there was no interest to 
shorten council meetings. 
While the length of a meeting 
is dependent upon the amount 
of business that the council has 
to discuss, she said it is up to 
the mayor and council to move 
the meeting along. “In the 
time I’ve been on council the 
time limit was used only once,” 
Davis recalled. That was be- 
fore she became mayor and 
Antoinette Bram was mayor. 
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A Matter of Principal 

During a time when it was hoped that Dr. Iris T. Metts, the new 
Prince George’s County School Superintendent, would bring improve- 
ment in education to the county, one major issue has recently rocked 
Greenbelt and the school community. It concerns Dr. Gerald 
Boarman, principal of Eleanor Roosevelt High School (ERHS), who 
has recently become eligible for retirement. It is reported that he may 
leave the school system at the end of the school year to take a posi- 
tion in another state. 

Gerald Boarman is not a principal coasting toward retirement. He 
is young, sharp and dynamic. His professional star is still on the rise. 
He truly cares for ERHS and each of its students and faculty. 
Boarman has steered the school to a nationally-recognized level of 
excellence. This excellence did not just happen; it has come about 
through years of his daily walking the halls, talking to students, dis- 
ciplining where needed, and supporting his teachers and other staff 
beyond what is normally expected of a high school principal. 

We, too, wish him to stay. We are concerned that Metts apparently 
has not taken any measures to encourage his staying, and is waiting 
for Boarman to declare his intent. That may be too late. We believe 
that Gerald Boarman’s departure from this county would be a major 
failure of the Mett’s administration. 


Silhouette Show Is 
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May Library Display Silence Deafening 
I would like to invite City staff have explained that 


the city’s revenues are flat and 
that the proposed FY 2001 bud- 
get is one that will “do more 
with less.” Yet the proposed bud- 
get would increase taxes and 
spend money saved up in past 
years, for a total $85,000 higher 
than in FY 2000. And some ser- 
vices will suffer, such as cutting 
evening hours at the Aquatic and 
Fitness Center. So it looks like a 
“do slightly less with more” bud- 
get to me. 

Greenbelt citizens have been 
inexplicably quiet regarding the 


Greenbelters of all ages who 
are visiting the library in May 
to stop by my exhibit in the 
display case on the lower level. 
Using colorful paints and small 
pieces of scrap wood, I’ve cre- 
ated 40 paintings, all silhou- 
ettes. The images —. mostly 
people and animals — range 
from figure skater Michelle 
Kwan to Rodin sculptures to a 
Maryland crab. No abstractions 
or hidden meanings; a just-for- 
fun collection that I think 
people will enjoy. 
Colette Zanin 
proposed 5-cent property tax hike 
(a 3-1/3 percent rate increase) 
and a $300,000 withdrawal from 
the general fund balance, budget 
worksessions have been quiet and 
I have heard from only one resi- 
dent offering an unsolicited opin- 
ion. | 
We have been told that 
Greenbelt has not realized rev- 
enue growth despite the strongest 
regional economy the city has 
ever seen. Is it really good 
policy to raise taxes AND draw 
down our reserves under those 
circumstances? What is the 
city’s plan for containing its ris- 
ing expenses so that we can 
handle the next economic down- 
turn? I hope that citizens will 
ask questions like these of the 
City Council as we move this 
budget toward adoption over the 
coming months.

State Provides Grant 
For SHL Rec Center

A recent bill, SB 842, “Cre- 
ation of State Debt — Prince 
George’s County — Springhill 
Lake Recreation Center,’ passed 
the Maryland state legislature. 
This bill funds a $25,000 
matching grant from the state, 
with Greenbelt supplying the 
match, to provide seed money 
for the design and architectural 
features of an addition to the 
Springhill Lake Recreation Cen- 
ter, according to Hank Irving, 


director of recreation. | 


Prior to passage of the bill, 
city. staff testified before the 
State legislature as to the need 
for the addition. Irving later 


commented that “the legislators’ 


must have liked what we plan 
to do with the space.” These 
plans include providing classes 
and programs which the center 
cannot presently provide be- 
cause of lack of space; for ex- 
ample, after-school drop-in pro- 
grams emphasizing academic 
achievement, as well as arts 


programming. Currently thé 


center offers no private space 
for such programs, particularly 
in the summer months when it 
rains and the summer play- 
ground program is in full swing. 

Assistant to the City Man- 
ager David Moran stated that 
city staff went to Annapolis 
twice to testify before both the 
House Appropriations Commit- 
tee and the Senate Budget and 
Taxation Committee. Mayor 
Judith Davis, City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin, and recre- 
ation staff appeared before the 
House Appropriations Commit- 
tee. During that session an un- 
expected supporter, Delegate 
Rushern Baker, chairman of the 
Prince George’s County delega- 
tion, got up and declared sup- 
port for the bill. 

Moran commented that there 
is a recognized need for addi- 
tional space at the center, which 
serves 3,000 units in Springhill 
Lake — approximately 10,000 
residents — as well as citizens 
from the surrounding neighbor- 
hoods such as Berwyn Heights 
and Hollywood.

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“Planned Play: Childhood 
In the Ideal Community” 


by Katie Scott-Childress 

The Greenbelt Museum is 
opening an engaging new exhibit 
called “Planned Play: Childhood 
in the Ideal Community.” The ex- 
hibit explores what life was like 
for youngsters in the planned 
community of Greenbelt, Md. 
during the Depression and World 
War II. The exhibit will feature 
the utopian town’s early years 
through photographs by cel- 
ebrated Farm Security Adminis- 
tration photographers Arthur 
Rothstein, Gretchen Van Tassel, 
Marion Post Walcott, Marjory 
Collins, and Russell Lee. Toys 
and other childhood artifacts 
from the period, donated by “pio- 
neer” children who lived in 
Greenbelt during the Depression 
and World War II, will be dis- 
played. There will be hands-on 
period games and activities for 
children (young and old). An 
original video will feature oral 
histories from Greenbelt “pio- 
neer” children along with footage 
from the 1939 Pare Lorentz film,. 
The City. The City, a Resettle- 
ment Administration propaganda 
vehicle, debuted at the 1939 New 
York World’s Fair and offered the 
carefully planned Greenbelt towns 
as the antidote to urban problems. 
The federal government’s crusade 


to promote Greenbelt as a child- - 


friendly alternative to the over- 
crowded unhealthy cities will also 
be displayed in dramatic propa- 
ganda posters. 

Greenbelt began as a New 
Deal initiative to create jobs and 
build much-needed housing dur- 
ing the Great Depression. The 
government employed some of 
the country’s leading city plan- 
ners and architects to create a 
utopian model community that 
could be emulated nationwide. 
The planners made many conces- 
sions to childhood in the town’s 
design including: pedestrian walk- 
ing paths throughout the town; 
homes surrounded by green 
spaces with numerous play- 
grounds; an elementary school in 
the town’s center; a public swim- 
ming pool, and a man-made lake.

Lightspan Program 
At Elementary School 

On April 12, Greenbelt El- 
ementary School held an 
evening orientation session, to a 
standing-room only crowd, for 
families of fifth grade students, 
to introduce the Lightspan 
Achieve Now program. 
Lightspan is an educational 
Reading/Language Arts and 
Mathematics software program 
played on a Sony PlayStation. 
The software and PlayStation 
game console were offered to 
the families for a six week pe- 
riod. There was no charge for 
the software or equipment, but 
a contract had to be signed by 
the student, parent/guardian, and 
teacher. 

Each child was given four 
CDs to take home. Each CD 
has 45 hours of playtime with 
each level taking about 30-45 
minutes. Each CD starts with a 
story and the characters are 
usually children. The child’s 
teacher will tell him or her 
what game on the CD to begin 
playing and what to play. For 
example, the teacher may de- 
cide that the student needs to 
concentrate on decimals. In ad- 
dition, the Lightspan programs 
are being used in the classroom, 
and the Lightspan website is 
being used in the computer lab 
(www.lightspan.com). 

Greenbelt Elementary School 
is implementing the Lightspan 
_ Achieve Now program on a 
three-year schedule. Next year, 
third and fifth graders will re- 
ceive the software and 
PlayStation game console at the 
beginning of the year, and the 
program may be expanded to 
other grades. Third graders at 
Greenbelt Elementary School 
have been using the Lightspan 
program for several weeks. 
This supplemental learning ac- 
tivity was financed through the 
Prince George’s County Public 
School System from a state pro- 
gram funded by a federal grant. 


March citizens’ forum meeting 
with Dr. Metts. Moody ex- 
pressed surprise at the combat- 
ive nature of participants on 
both sides of the issue on a 
possible merger of ERHS and 
DuVal High Schools. Commit- 
tee member Andy Levine stated 
that now the committee

Council Looks at Planning, 
Code Enforcement Budgets

Inspections were increased in 
Springhill Lake, renovation work 
was done in Roosevelt Center 
mall, and two traffic-calming 
projects were completed during 
fiscal year 2000 by the city’s De- 
partment of Planning and Com- 
munity Development. The 
Greenbelt City Council met to 
discuss the department’s accom- 
plishments in fiscal year 2000, its 
plans for fiscal year 2001 (FYO1), 
and the department’s proposed 
budget for FYOI at a worksession 
on Wednesday, April 5. 

The planning office reviews 
development projects and man- 
ages capital projects (such as 
work done to city buildings and 
parks). Personnel expenses in 
FYO1 for the department, at 
$112,900, is the biggest chunk of 
the planning section’s estimated 
total expenses of $172,800. Fees 
will comprise only a part of the 
revenue, at $40,000. The bulk of 
the revenues will come from city 
tax funds. 


The planning staff will con-, 


tinue, in FYOI, with ongoing 
planning projects, such as the 
Greenbelt West Sector plan and 
guidelines for a proposed historic 
district. The staff will also de- 
velop requests for funding new 
projects to help Greenbelt Lake 
by improving water quality and 
stabilizing stream banks. The 
planning staff plans to start a 
study of the safety of crosswalks 
in the city. 





































duce false alarms (such as being 
set off accidentally) in residences, 
and studying the feasibility of 
having an independent building 
code authority. 

An additional inspector had 
been hired this fiscal year to fo- 
cus on inspections in Springhill 
Lake. Inspections there have 
been stepped up with results such 
as removal of 90% of the exte- 
rior graffiti and new exterior 
lights installed (starting with the 
darkest areas). One-third of the 
units in two of the nine sections 
have been inspected. Also, 70% 
of the common areas in these 
two sections have been inspected. 


Community Development 

The department also enforces 
city codes, such as building 
codes, and enforces parking vio- 
lations. Expenditures for FYO1 
are estimated to be $352,200, 
with the bulk of it being person- 
nel costs ($287,600). This is up 
from $263,300 in FY2000 due to 
salary increases. Licenses and 
permit fees will provide the bulk 
of the revenue ($358,000), with 
total revenue estimated to be 
$378,500.

A Greenbelt Gardener 


by Rosie Rhubarb 
May is the time to plant the 
summer garden. Annual flow- 
ers and vegetables planted in 
the next: few weeks will pro- 


duce all summer and then will 


die with frosts in autumn. 
These plants are best put in the 
ground now because spring 
rains are still frequent enough 
to help them off to a good 
Start. 

Since most annual plants 
will die at the touch of frost, it 
is best to wait until the danger 
of frost at night is~small. 
There have been killing frosts a 
couple times in-early May in 
the last decade, so if you plant 
before May 15 keep an ear 
open to the weather forecast. 
Then throw bed sheets or news- 
papers over plants to protect 
them from frost if needed. 

Once plants or seeds are put 
in the ground they need to be 
kept moist. In most years 
spring showers are fairly fre- 
quent until early June. So 
planting now means that 
Mother Nature will help water 
the plants. 

Tomatoes and peppers should 
be planted during the next few 
weeks. Try a couple of variet- 
ies of each. Small peppers 
such as “Banana” or “Gypsy” 
are a good size for just one 
person. to eat. Likewise, the 
small. size cherry tomatoes are 
handy to have for small serv- 
ings. 

Beans and squash can be 
planted throughout May from 
seed or plants. A row of beans 
can be planted every two weeks 
until July to provide a continu- 
ous harvest throughout the sum- 
mer.. , 

Many of the flower garden 


favorites aré planted’in May ei- © 


ther from seed or plants. Some 


plants that come up easily from > 


seed directly sown in the gar- 
den include: zinnia, cosmos, 
marigold, morning glory, titho- 
nia and cleome. The last two 
are not well known but are very 
drought tolerant and disease 


free. 


Flower plants that are’ small 
and medium in size and are 
good for planting in flower 
beds are widely available in 
stores. Impatiens, coleus, and 
begonia do well in the shade. 
Marigold, vinca, petunia, and 
salvia do well in the sun. 

Buy healthy plants that will 
continue to develop strong 
leaves and stems and thus will 
produce many flowers all sum- 
mer. 


Avoid plants with yellowing 
and browning leaves, grayish 
spots, bugs, fuzzy patches or 
webs. Also avoid plants. that 
have a lot of roots sticking out

didn’t know if people would go 
along with such a change. 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
said he was opposed to such an 
idea. However, Turnbull said 
that there was a time when ev- 
eryone was expected to take a 
little drugs and that it was be- 
coming difficult to find people 
who hadn’t. That’s why, he said, 
NSA changed its requirements. 

Moonlighting 

Davis asked Craze how many 
officers had second jobs. The 
chief did not know but guessed 
that all but a few did. If the of- 
ficer works off-duty as a police 
officer, he must work within the 
city, because that is the only 
place in which the officer has ju- 
risdiction. There are plenty of 
local businesses willing to hire 
off-duty officers. 

Craze felt that it was to the 
city’s advantage to have officers 
moonlight within the city. They 
serve as a backup force to the 
on-duty officers if needed. City. 
regulations for working off-duty 
require the officers to respond to 
department calls when needed. 
Also, the presence of the off-duty 
officers helps to discourage crime 
and reduce calls for city service. 

Councilmember Edward 
Putens said, however, “It bothers 
me that they have to take a sec- 
ond job. We are not doing our 
best for our officers. I don’t 
want our officers to be killing 
themselves.” 

Craze responded that off-duty 
work was limited to 24 hours a 
week and that they were paid by 
the private employer $23 an hour. 
Roberts opined, “We could prob- 
ably elevate our salaries and they 
would still seek second jobs.” 

Bicycle Patrolling 

Four persons were hired last 
year under a grant program to 
become community oriented po- 
lice officers utilizing bicycle pa- 
trolling. One of the four did not 
pass the academy. The others, 
however, will soon be deployed 
for that program. The chief 
asked the council to consider 
whether it wanted to seek another 
grant to fill the fourth slot. 

Citizen Academies 

The first Criminal Justice 
Youth Academy will be holding 
graduation ceremonies soon. The 
approximately 15 students have 
undergone a 12-week training 
session, meeting once-a-week. 
More youths are expected to take 
the course next year. Davis com- 
mended the program. “You have 
such interesting field trips,” she 
said. 

The adult Citizens Police 
Academy is not doing as well, 
Craze reported. This year there 
were only 5 applicants and the 
course was not held. It is not 
cost effective to do the program 
with that few, Craze told the 
council. The department needs 
about 15 registrants in order to 
do the program. He also said 
that Prince George’s Community 
College is thinking of doing a re- 
gional police academy. With in- 
terest by city residents dwindling, 
this may be the way to go. The 
chief noted that in the last class 
graduated, a majority of the 
members were nonresidents. 

Turnbull asked if the chief felt 
that the DARE (Drug Awareness 
Resistance Education) program 
was working. He said that some 
experts feel that the program 
doesn’t work. Craddock re- 
sponded that the police officers, 
parents, teachers and students all 
feel that it is effective. Two city 
officers spend 2 1/2 days a week

Local Artist Devises Casting Technique

“IT am not an ‘artist, I am a 
manufacturer,’ claims Bill Kuhn, 
who has been living in Greenbelt
